WARSAW, (AP) — Vice-Premier 
Stanislaw Mikolajezyk, leader of 
the opposition Polish Peasant part; 
(P.S8.L.) hinted Monday he might 
seek supreme court nullification of 
Sunday’s parliamentary election, in 
which officials forecast victory for 
the Communist-dominated govern- 
ment bloc 

The voting was marked by scat- 
tered violence resulting in the death 
of eight persons, all apparently slain 
in raids by the anti-government 
underground. 

Mikolajczyk, who was booed at the 
polls, charged that a constitutional 
guarantee of the secret ballot had 
been violated. He expressed belief 
if the votes were counted fairly his 
party would get a majority of the 
444 seats in Poland’s one-house par- 
liament, which is to draw up a new 
constitution and elect a president. 

Leaders of the government bloc 
on the other hand, were represented 
as regarding victory as already 
theirs. The bloc has been dominant 
in Poland's Moscow-sponsored pro- 
visional government since the Nazis 
were chased out 

The Communist-dominated gov- 
ernment bloc parties appeared Mon-
